She aso informed Council that the Right of Way negotiations
are still in process for one property owner for the SR161 project, the Puget Sound
Regiona Council called for Rural Town Center projects and that the Town is not
able to apply because our Comp Plan has not been updated and that Phil Beach
has resigned from the Planning Commission because he is moving out of Town.
